- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interviw of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Fom, will not ormally be considered a complete and f>'°?^'!^''^^^°li;l^^^^^^^ 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examir r to Include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: It appears that amending the independent claims to recite a heating 
part, a margin and an outer seam or seal will overcome Garrett. In addition, setting forth the gap in the margin as well 
as the air openings further overcome Garrett. In the method claims, reciting a step of forming a specific hair style, such 
as a bun, and then using the device with the hair style might overcome the Garrett reference; however, it is likely that 
further search would provide those features. Further search and consideration of any amendments will be necessary . 
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
